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THE  ST.  JOE  SCHOOLS 


Our  present  school  building  was  erected  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1913 
and  was  opened  for  school  in  the  spring  of  1914.  The  building  is  of  brick' 
being  rectangular  m  shape.  The  main  part  is  80  feet  long,  and  50  feet  wide. 
It  has  two  stories  and  a  basement,  the  lowest  grades  being  on  the  first  floor, 
and  the  High  School  occupying  the  second  floor.  There  is  a  very  good  heating 
system  m  the  building,  this  having  been  installed  when  the  building  was 
erected.    The  building  is  also  equipped  with  electric  lights  throughout. 

Before  the  erection  of  the  present  building,  another,  but  smaller  one 
stood  on  almost  the  same  site.  The  old  one  had  long  outgrown  its  usefulness, 
so  that  the  new  was  a  welcome  necessity. 

The  High  School  came  into  existence  in  the  year  1897,  the  flrst  graduat- 
ing class  being  that  of  1899.

Of  these,  II.  G.  Provines  is  now  superintendent  of  the  Welsh,  Oklahoma, 
High  School,  where  he  has  made  a  state-wide  reputation  for  himself.  He 
was  really  the  founder  of  the  High  School  here,  although  high  school  subjects 
had  been  taught  before  that  time.  It  was  he  that  organized  the  classes,  and 
started  a  regular  course.  Mr.  Tustison  is  now  editor  of  the  Columbus  Daily 
Ledger,  Columbus,  Indiana.  Mr.  Leland  is  engaged  in  business  in  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana.  Mr.  Thatcher  has  gone  back,  not  to  the  "ould  sod,''  but  to  the  sod 
at  least,  being  a  farmer  at  West  Middleton,  Indiana.  Mr.  Maxwell  still  holds 
the  rudder  here. 

At  first  the  High  School  course  covered  only  three  years,  but  the 
fourth  year  was  added  in  the  term  of  1913-14,  and  the  school  was  commissioned 
early  in  the  spring  of  '15.  Thus  making  the  Class  of  '14  the  first  to  complete 
the  four-year  course  a1  this  place,  and  the  Class  of  '15  the  first  to  graduate 
from  the  school  as  a  Commissioned  High  School.

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Our  school  is  well  equipped,  having  all  the  necessary  apparatus  for 
Physics,  and  a  complete  Manual  Training'  and  Domestic  Science  equipment, 
that  of  the  Domestic  Science  being  especially  good.

He  attended  the  district 
schools  of  Concord  Township,  graduating  in  1906,  and  graduating  from  the  St.  Joe 
High  School,  which  then  maintained  a  three-year  course,  in  1909.  He  completed  his 
course  in  the  Auburn  High  School,  where  he  graduated  in  1910.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  teaching  in  the  Concord  Township  Schools,  and  attending  school  during  the 
summer  months  at  Indiana  State  Normal,  where  he  expects  to  complete  his  Normal 
course.  During  the  past  three  years  he  has  been  connected  with  the  St.  Joe  High 
School,  the  last  two  as  superintendent.

On  a  balmy  summer  evening,  about  the  middle  of  June,  1937  A.  D.,  I 
had  a  very  peculiar,  yet  interesting  dream.  I  dreamed  that  I  was  making 
a  tour  of  the  world  in  an  aeroplane,  starting  from  New  York,  and  landing 
in  Africa  seven  days  later. 

As  I  was  walking  around  trying  to  find  a  place  to  purchase  some  pro- 
visions, I  saw  a  mission  house  established  by  an  American  Mission.  Of  course 
I  was  very  eager  to  see  some  one  from  America,  so  I  entered  the  building, 
and  in  a  very  secluded  part  I  saw  a  young  girl,  surrounded  by  a  number 
of  black  children.  As  I  drew  nearer  I  beheld  my  former  classmate,  Ruth 
Perry,  teaching  a  class  of  heathen  children  and  trying  to  instill  into  their  unde- 
veloped minds  the  principles  which  she  had  learned  in  High  School.  I  talked 
with  her  for  some  time,  and  finally  persuaded  her  to  go  with  me  on  my  tour. 
On  the  following  day  we  left  Africa, and  arrived  in  Paris  about  five  days 
later.  In  the  afternoon  we  attended  a  grand  opera,  and  as  the  curtain  rose 
we  heard  a  lady  singing,  with  a  most  beautiful  voice.  Her  voice  stirred  faint 
recollections  within  us,  and  as  she  drew  nearer  the  audience,  we  knew  the 
cause,  for  we  recognized  another  old  classmate  in  the  person  of  Helen  Bowman. 

After  the  opera  we  sought  her  room,  and  had  a  long  talk  with  her, 
learning  that  our  High  School  play,  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  had  given  her 
a  desire  to  be  on  the  stage,  and  that  after  patient  waiting  and  working,  she 
had  secured  this  position  in  Paris. 

After  remaining  here  a  few  days,  we  started  for  Asia.  As  we  sailed  over 
Turkey  we  saw  a  large  army  marching  out  to  battle,  and  upon  sailing  nearer 
the  surface  we  saw  that  the  leader  of  the  army  was  Carl  Carpenter,  of  our 
own  dear  class.  We  did  not  get  to  talk  to  him,  but  learned  later  that  he  was 
killed  in  that  same  battle.  Of  course  this  made  us  feel  very  sad,  because 
Carl  had  been  liked  very  much  by  our  whole  class.  Well  did  we  remember 
how  he  used  to  meddle  with  everything  he  could  get  his  hands  on,  and  try  to 
explain  some  preposterous  theory  to  us.  He  bad  hopes  of  inventing  a  per- 
petual motion  machine,  making  the  "fourth  dimension"  a  permanent  part 
of  lower  mathematics,  and  of  proving  that  the  moon  really  was  made  of 
green  cheese. 

From  Turkey  we  sailed  to  South  America,  landing  at  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
Tins  happened  to  be  one  of  their  festival  days,  and  we  beheld  at  the  head  of 
a  gorgeous  procession  our  former  classmate.  Audrey  Coburn,  who  was  now 
(lie  First  Lady  of  the  Land,  having  married  the  Brazilian  President  for  his 
name  and  wealth.

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JUNIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


It  was  with  joy,  mingled  with  excitement,  that  we,  the  Junior  Class  of 
1915-16,  gathered  over  the  Post  Office  for  the  beginning  of  our  Freshman  year 
This  thrilling  event  of  our  history  occurred  on  September  16,  1913.  There 
were  at  first  thirteen  members  of  the  class :  Berniee  Perry,  Mildred  Donley, 
Lucile  Gee,  Elma  Wilmot,  Inez  Hart,  Alta  Hull,  Lela  AVallace,  Archie  Haifley, 
Wilbert  Shroyer,  Lloyd  Miller,  Herbert  Curie,  Stanley  Koch,  and  Harvey 
Hull.  After  a  few  weeks,  Elma  Wilmot,  Inez  Hart,  and  Archie  Haifley  dropped 
out,  thus  leaving  ten  members  of  the  class. 

During  the  term  we  managed  to  find  a  few  values  for  "X"  and  "Y,M 
under  Superintendent  Lyman  A.  Thatcher,  and  to  learn  the  Latin  declensions 
and  conjugations,  under  Principal  Roy  E.  Maxwell.  Our  rapid  advancement 
was  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  often  the  last  class  to  leave  the 
building,  our  deep  interest  (?)  in  our  studies  causing  us  to  remain  till  four- 
thirty. 

Early  in  February,  1914,  the  new  school  house  was  completed,  and  we  were 
the  first  Freshman  class  to  enter  the  new  building.  A  few  weeks  before 
the  term  closed,  Mildred  Donley  quit,  thus  leaving  nine  members  to  be  pro- 
moted from  the  Freshman  class.

Our  marches  under  Superintendent  Maxwell,  with  "Caesar  et  Romani," 
were  rather  tiresome  until  we  crossed  Caesar's  bridge,  when  the  path  became 
easier.  After  the  mumps  epidemic  had  passed,  we  found  our  class  diminished 
by  the  loss  of  Lucile  Gee,  Berniee  Perry,  and  Lloyd  Miller.  Miss  Helen  Patter- 
sou  taught  our  Botany  class,  and  our  hunt  for  the  Sriermatophytes  was  not 
without  its  enjoyable  times. 

When  the  old  class  again  assembled  at  the  school  house  on  September  13, 
1915,  six  members  composed  the  class:  Lela  Wallace, Alta  Hull,  Stanley  Koch, 
Herbert  Curie,  Harvey  Hull,  and  DeVeta  Dayman,  who  had  moved  to  our 
little  city  during  the  summer,  from  West  Unity,  Ohio. 

During  this  term  we  have  become  fully  acquainted  with  Macbeth  and 
Lady  Macbeth,  as  well  as  many  another  English  character,  under  our  very 
capable  English  teacher,  Miss  Ina  Shordon.  Our  Junior  year  will  soon  be 
over,  then  we  will  lie  the  "dignified"  Seniors.  Nevertheless,  King  Geometry 
will  still  rule  with  a  high  hand  in  the  future  Junior  classes,  as  he  has  in 
the  past,  though  the  class  of  "Seventeen"  will  have  successfully  resisted  him,

THE  CLASS  OF  1918 


We,  the  class  of  '18,  began  our  first  year  of  High  School,  September  21, 
1914,  with  the  following  members :  Pauline  May  Andress,  Norma  Winifred 
Gamble,  Garcia  Marie  Krabill,  Princess  Beatrice  Krabill,  Fred  E.  Hull,  Arden 
Samuel  Morr,  Crates  Samuel  May,  William  Sherman  Quanee,  Harry  Byron 
Morr,  Merrit  Thomas  Milliman,  Estel  Lee  Coburn,  and  Clayton  Bishop  Hatha- 
way. After  a  month  of  school  we  elected  the  following  officers :  Harry  Morr, 
president;  William  Quanee,  secretary,  and  Princess  Krabill,  editor.

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THE  AUTOMOBILE 


The  automobile  is  a  rubber-tired  cash  separator  which  is  being  used  large- 
ly to  keep  prosperous  American  citizens  from  worrying  over  how  to  invest 
their  money. 

There  are  a  great  many  varieties  of  cash  separators,  but  the  automobile  is 
by  far  the  best.  It  can  go  through  the  ordinary  flush  citizen  in  a  very  few 
months  and  leave  very  little  cash  in  the  tailings,  in  fact,  its  work  is  approached 
in  thoroughness  only  by  the  private  yacht,  the  society  bug,  and  the  private 
school  for  girls. 

The  automobile  is  driven  by  gasoline,  assisted  by  water,  oil,  electricity, 
wind  and  gas,  and  sometimes  by  horses  and  mules.  Some  drivers  have  also 
used  brains  with  great  success,  but  the  supply  is  too  limited  to  be  generally 
adopted.  If  every  automobile  driver  were  equipped  with  a  small  set  of  brains 
we  would  have  no  more  accidents  which  occur  when  a  car  is  being  driven  at 
about  seventy-five  miles  an  hour  over  the  speed  limit.

Caesar 


At  the  very  mention  of  "Caesar,"  students  shudder.  "Why  Study  It?"  we 
outsiders  ask.  Caesar  has  always  been  considered  hard  by  those  who  have 
taken  it  and  by  those  who  expect  to  take  it ;  but  is  it  ?  No.  Caesar  is  not  a 
difficult  but  a  most  interesting  subject. 

In  the  first  place,  to  eliminate  the  drudgery  of  long  translation,  only  one 
paragraph  a  day  is  assigned  to  the  class  throughout  the  year.  Such  a  lesson 
does  not  prove  a  burden  to  the  pupil ;  moreover  he  gets  more  out  of  the  lesson 
than  he  would  if  he  had  to  translate  two  or  three  chapters.  A  shorter  lesson 
tends  to  discourage  rather  than  encourage  the  use  of  a  "pony." 

Each  week  a  pupil  gives  a  report  on  some  subject  concerning  the  life 
of  the  Romans,  either  on  their  education,  dress,  homes,  or  on  other  topics. 
These  reports  are  of  great  interest  to  the  pupil,  enabling  him  to  get  in  touch 
with  the  private  life  of  the  Roman  people. 

A  Latin  poster  exhibit  proves  a  great  factor  in  arousing  interest  in  the 
practical  value  of  Latin.  The  making  of  a  poster  on  such  a  subject  as  "The 
Modern  Home,"  "Domestic  Science,"  or  "Botany''  was  not  only  a  pleasure 
to  the  student,  but  also  a  benefit,  showing  him  practical  things  in  Latin  which 
he  was  really  surprised  to  find.  Did  you  ever  know  that  the  word,  "lobby" 
came  from  the  Latin  word,  "lobium,"  meaning  "a  place  to  loiter  in?"  And 
"radish"  is  derived  from  "radix,"  meaning  "an  edible  root";  likewise,  "rose" 
"rosa."  A  miniature  Caesar's  bridge,  built  by  a  boy  in  the  Caesar  class,  shows 
an  exact  likeness  to  the  bridge  built  by  Julius  Caesar  in  55  B.  C. 

The  writing  of  short  conversations  by  the  class  on  present  day  topics 
teaches  the  pupil  that  Latin  can  be  spoken  the  same  as  French,  or  German. 
All  these  interests  together  cannot  help  but  make  the  pupil  like  Latin.

This  was  a  thrilling  and  happy  moment  for  every  one  of  the  children ;  no  heart 
there  but  was  filled  with  a  love  for  State  and  School. 

The  afternoon's  program  was  a  continuation  of  that  of  the  forenoon. 
Each  boy  in  the  High  School  was  on  the  program  for  a  reading,  story,  or 
paper  on  some  phase  of  Indiana's  history.  Near  the  close  of  the  program  the 
High  School  girls,  all  dressed  in  white  middy  blouses  and  white  skirts,  gave  a 
beautiful  flag  drill,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Shordon.  For  the  closing  song, 
every  one  sang  "Indiana."

In  addition  to  the  patriotic  decorations,  and  in  keeping  with  the  idea  of 
higher  education,  the  walls  were  covered  with  pennants,  representing  nearly 
every  college  and  university  in  Indiana. 

There  were  about  250  children  in  the  parade.  The  total  attendance  in 
the  afternoon  reached  the  four-hundred  mark.

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ATHLETICS 


Early  last  fall,  twenty  of  the  High  School  boys  met  in  the  recitation  room 
of  the  school  and  organized  an  athletic  association,  as  has  been  the  custom 
for  the  past  few  years.  This  association  is  formed  principally  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  funds  to  support  the  various  athletic  aspirations  of  the  High 
School.  These  officers  were  elected :  Roy  E.  Maxwell,  president,  and  Harvey 
Hull,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Since  we  do  not  play  football  here,  two  basket 
ball  teams  were  organized  as  soon  as  possible  and  began  to  play  games.  For 
these  two  teams  the  following  officers  were  elected :  Captain  first  team,  Estel 
Coburn ;  captain  second  team,  Clayton  Hathaway ;  and  manager,  Paul  Maxwell. 

In  our  first  game  we  were  defeated  by  the  Concord  Township  Teachers 
by  the  score  of  21-18.  Following  this  game,,  two  games  were  played  with 
Spencerville,  our  old  rivals,  and  they  were  badly  defeated  in  both  games, 
barely  escaping  a  shut-out  on  our  grounds. 

Our  second  team  went  to  Hay's  to  play  a  team  at  that  place,  but  lost 
by  one  point:  23-24.  In  our  Harlan  game,  with  a  team  crippled  by  the  loss  of 
two  players,  we  were  defeated  19-7.  A  little  later  our  Seconds  took  revenge 
on  Hay's  to  the  tune  of  11-4. 

About  this  time  in  the  season,  the  Auburn  Y.  M.  C.  A.  arranged  for  a 
relay  race  to  be  held  in  Auburn  at  10  a.  m.  on  Thanksgiving  Day.     The  condi- 
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tions,  in  part,  were  these :  Each  school  participating  should  enter  ten  men, 
each  contestant  to  run  twice  around  the  courhouse  square,  a  distance  of 
approximately  one  half  mile.  The  winning  team  was  to  be  presented  with 
a  shield  emblematic  of  the  victory.  The  following  High  Schools  participated: 
Auburn,  Garrett,  Waterloo,  and  St.  Joe.     The  race  was  run  as  per  schedule.

As  soon  as  the  relay  race  had  been  disposed  of,  we  started  basket  ball 
again  with  a  double-header.  In  the  first  game  the  Seconds  walloped  Hay's 
28-8,  but  it  was  different  in  the  second  game ;  Butler  outclassed  our  first 
team  and  won,  35-15.  dust  before  New  Year's  the  Seconds  were  trimmed  by 
the  Spencerville  Seconds  in  a  low-scoring  contest,  6-9.  This  was  the  last 
game  for  nearly  two  months,  everything  being  shut  down  tight  because  of 
the  measles. 

Our  first  game  thereafter  was  with  Harlan,  but  with  a  crippled  team  we 
were  beaten,  28-10.  Our  next  game  was  with  Butler,  on  their  floor,  and 
resrdted   very   disastrously   for   us.     Score  :      71-12,  that  was  all.      In  about  a 
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week  the  Seconds  played  the  Hicksville  Seconds,  swamping  them  42-8,  and 
the  following  night  the  Firsts  went  to  Auburn,  getting  the  short  end  of  a 
39-35  score.  This  was  anybody's  game  throughout,  two  Auburn  baskets  in  the 
last  two  minutes  winning  the  game. 

The  Seconds  were  going  great  by  this  time  and  in  the  first  game  of  a 
double-header,  they  defeated  the  Spencerville  Seconds  40-11.  In  the  second 
game,  the  Firsts  were  beaten  by  the  Concord  Township  Teachers,  28-23.  That 
evening  a  game  was  arranged  between  the  High  School  Firsts  and  Seconds, 
to  be  played  as  a  preliminary  to  a  City  Team  Game,  the  following  week.

This  game  proved  to 
be  a  very  close  struggle,  as  St.  Joe  seemed  to  be  unable  to  hit  the  baskets. 
The  result  was  10-8,  in  favor  of  St.  Joe. 

Although  we  have  lost  the  greater  part  of  our  games  this  year,  we  are 
proud  of  the  fact  that  our  teams  have  always  played  as  clean  a  game  as 
possible,  choosing  to  be  defeated  rather  than  to  play  an  unfair  game.  We 
certainly  have  enjoyed  clashing  with  other  teams  who  played  the  game  for 
the  game's  sake,  whether  they  were  leading  or  losing. 

Our  teams  did  not  accomplish  much  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  due 
to  lack  of  training;  but  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  we  have  been 
ably  directed  by  Clark  Scholes.  The  results  obtained  are  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  kind  of  work  he  has  done,  as  both  teams  have  improved  greatly,  both 
in  team-work  and  in  basket  shooting.  Clark  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Joe  High 
School  Alumni,  and  has  always  shown  a  great  interset  in  this  school,  helping 
us  whenever  he  was  needed.

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COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  St.  Joe  High  School  maintains  a  standard  four -year  course,  and  holds 
a  commission,  thus  preparing  its  graduates  for  college  entrance.  This  places 
our  graduates  on  an  equal  with  the  graduates  of  any  school  in  the  state.  Dur- 
ing the  past  term,  two  teachers  have  given  their  entire  time  to  High  School 
work;  and  one,  part  time.  The  length  of  the  term  is  eight  months,  and  since 
the  maximum  number  of  days  lost  is  three,  Ave  feel  that  Ave  can  do  the  work 
that  is  done  in  schools  maintaining  a  nine-month  term,  but  losing  days  more 
frequently,  and  not  being  compelled  to  make  them  up.  Our  enrollment  for 
this  term  was  thirty-five.  This  shows  a  steady,  although  not  rapid  growth, 
and  the  number  is  not  so  great  but  that  a  large  amount  of  individual  work 
may  be  done  among  the  students  by  their  teachers. 

The  Grammar  grade  boys  have  taken  Manual  Training  the  past  two  terms, 
during  which  time  the  equipment  has  been  growing  rapidly.  In  the  High 
School  the  boys  have  been  given  good,  heavy  courses  in  Agriculture.  Before 
next  term  opens,  however,  arrangements  will  be  made  to  teach  Manual  Train- 
ing in  the  High  School,  with  a  good  practical  course  in  the  work  that  the 
boys  are  most  likely  to  be  called  upon  to  do  in  after  life. 

Our  Domestic  Science  department  has  been  leading  in  popularity.  This 
term,  Miss  Shordon  taught  the  High  School  girls  three  days  in  the  week, 
and  the  Grammar  Grade  girls  two  days  out  of  the  week,  giving  each  section
